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MEMORANDA. 


Trade.—The Oversea imports during May were valued at £1,982,259 
and show a decrease of £450,356, or 18°5 per cent., as compared with 
the corresponding month of last year. The total for eleven months, July 
to May, 1917-18, was £26,656,469, a decrease of £4,096,071, or 13:3 
per cent., in comparison with the corresponding period in 1916-17. 


Imports at Sydney.—Excluding the value of the imports from State ports, 
the articles imported at the port of Sydney, in May were valued 
at £3,824,132. The following is a summary of the imports during

During the eleven months ended May, 1918, the 
oversea imports were valued at £26,186,010 and the interstate imports 
at £14,949,387 the total of the two being £41,135,397, 


Public Finances.—The Public Accouats for May show that the net revenue 
for the month was £2,141,404, or £345,878 more than in May of 
last year—an increase of 19-3 percent. During the eleven months ended 
31st May, the revenue was £17,872,405 being £790,900, or 4.6 per 
cent. more than in the corresponding period of the last financial year.

During the eleven months ended 31st May, the expenditure was 
£19,060,288 being £553,065, or 29 per cent. more than in 1916-17,

On the 31st May, 1918, the Consolidated Revenue Account was in 
debit to the amount of £2,446,535. 


Gold Production.—The gold yield during May, 1918, was 10,954 oz. crude, 
equal to 10,604 oz. fine, valued at £45,044, and showed an increase of 
3,920 oz. fine, and £16,652 in value, compared with May of last year. 
The value of the gold produced during the five months was £158,150, 
and showed an increase of 3,135 oz. fine, and £13,313 in value, in the 
figures for the corresponding period of last year. 


Cost of Living, Sydney.—From the information collected each month (see 
Table 54) as to the retail prices in Sydney of food and groceries, it 
appears that in May, 1918, prices were 36°2 per cent. higher than in 
July, 1914; 2°8 per cent. higher than in May, 1917; and 0°7 per cent. 
higher than in the preceding month, April, 1918. 


Meat. which is included in the results quoted above, shows prices in 
May, 1918, 63:2 per cent. higher than in July, 1914; 04 per cent. 
dearer than in May, 1917 ; and 1:4 per cent, lower than in April, 
1918. Meat prices were slightly lower than in April, and almost 
reached the level ruling prior to the strike. 


The decline in meat was more than counterbalanced by advances in 
the price of potatoes, onions, cheese, coffee, eggs, and currants. Bacon 
and ham fell about a half-penny a pound,

Land Selections.—During May, 93 applications were made for 116,637 
acres under the Crown Land Act; and 37,964 acres, representing 105 
blocks, were gazetted for residential settlement, which includes areas set 
apart for returned soldiers. Since the beginning of the year the num- 
ber of applications has been 376, and the area applied for 283,722 
acres. The original area gazetted for residential settlement since the 
1st January is 328,870, acres, representing 354 blocks. 
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Meteorology.—During May there was only one considerable rainstorm, which 
occurred in the first week of the month, and was particularly severe in 
the western and south-western districts, where the falls were much in 
excess of the general average. In other parts of the State the rain was 
light, scattered, and below normal. This was especially marked in the 
Northern and Coastal Divisions, where many stations received but a few 
points, and on the whole the precipitation was largely deficient. Heavy 
rain on the Murray River Catchment Area caused flooded conditions in 
some towns adjacent to the main river, 


The prevalence of northerly winds at certain periods produced warm 
temperatures at various centres, but as these conditions passed eastward, 
cold wintry weather, accompanied by frosts and fogs, predominated. 


At Sydney, the mean temperature, 61:2 deg., was the highest on record 
in the month of May for sixty years, 


Vital Statistics—Sydney and Suburbs—May, 1918.—The births registered 
numbered 1,743, equal to 26:91 per 1,000 of population per annum ; 
of the total, 899 were males and 844 females. The rate is satisfactory, 
as it is only 3 per cent. below the average of the previous five years, 


The deaths numbered 601, namely, 319 males and 282 females, equal 
to a rate of 9°28 per 1,000 of population per annum. The mortality 
rate is satisfactory, being 13 per cent. above the average of the previous 
five years. The deaths were below the average in all age-groups except 
65 years and over. 


The infantile mortality was 44:2 per 1,000 births, and is the lowest 
on record for May, being 29 per cent. below the average for the month 
of May for the previous five years. 


New Buildings—Metropolis.— According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks, there were erected, in the Metropolitan area, during 
May, 482 new buildings, as compared with 455 in May, 1917. 


The total for the five months, January to May, was 2,051, as 
compared with 2,198 during the corresponding period of 1917.

The returns of several important districts are still outstanding, but the compilation of the 
results of the wheat harvest last season is advanced sufficiently to permit of the publication of particulars _ 
indicating the production of grain and hay in the various divisions of the State. 


The production of grain amounted to 13,020,000 bags, equivalent (on the basis of the operations 
of the Wheat Pool, which showed rather less than 3 bushels per bag this season) to 37,843,930 bushels 
or 11°71 bushels per acre. 


Earlier in the year an estimate was prepared, when the anticipated yield of grain was 14,519,000 
bags from 3,280,600 acres, but (as in the previous year) the unfavourable weather conditions experienced 
throughout the wheat-belt, both prior to and during’ the harvesting period, retarded operations 
considerably, and much damage resulted from the excessive rainfall and storms. The total area, 
which failed entirely, or was fed off, increased from 108,600 acres (the area anticipated to fail in 


January last) to 167,100 acres—the principal divisions affected being the Western Slopes, the Riverina, 
and the Central Plains. 


Of the total wheat produced (37,843,930 bushels) 32,926,611 bushels, equivalent to 11,328,209 
bags, have aiready been pooled, the balance representing the quantity retained for seed purposes, 
destroyed, or otherwise handled by farmers.
